The Fall Mall Gazette ou the Paci- 
fic Scandal. 



IntliePAi-i. Mall Gazettk of tlio 
29lli ult. ftppearod nn editorial article 
ujDon t.lio position of the Canadian 
Moistry in relation to the PaciliL' 
Scandal. The Toronto Gi.ouk'h cor- 
respondent at Loudon thought the ar- 
ticle of aufticiout importance to bo 
telegraphed from Fatlicr Point, in an 
ticipatiou of the mail. It will readily 
1)8 concluded from this circumstance 
that the article is unfavorable to the 
Dominion Government. It is veiy 
pronounced against them. Acting the 
part of impartial journalism, we invito 
the reader to glance at the article. It 
sets out with tlie sweeping assertion 
that the conduct of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald is without precedent in the his- 
tory of British Constitutional Govern- 
ment. With such an introduction, the 
reader will bo prepared for -what fol- 
fows. It then proceeds to j^ivo a Iuh- 
tory of tlio transactions, in (loiii!JC 
which it is very loose and inaccurate in 
its facts. Sir John A. Macdonald, it 
says, was one of the first witnesses 
called before the Commission. He 
happens to have been one of the last. 
It would bo well if these inaccuracies 
were conllned to comparatively unim- 
portant matters of detail. Unfortu- 
nately they Renter into the coiirus of 
the argument. "It is almost beyond 
belief," says our contemporaiy of Pall 
Mall, ''that this Minister, wliogovernM 
the greatest Colonial dependency of 
England, and wlio was one of the re- 
presentatives of the Empire in the ne- 
gotiations at Washington, should have 
taken money from a capitalist who was 
negotiating at the same time a lucra- 
tive contract with the Governinent;yct 
this is what Sir John INIacdonald has 
confessed. He has admitted before 
the Royal Commission that he received 
from Sir Hugh Allan sums amounting 
in the aggregate to $45,000 in gold, or 
about xy,OUO. * * * ^ 
At this time, he it remembered the 
concession of the contract had been 
promised to Sir Hugh Allan and his 
partners, but of course it was (jpen for 
the Dominion Parliament to reject that 
arrangement when proposed at the 
commencement of tiie following year." 
Itseems no less a subject of surprise 
than regret that a writer for a promi- 
nent journal of the British metropolis 
should undertake to enlighten the 
world upon a subject res})octing which 
he, himself, is profoundly ignorant; 
for that would seem to bo the most 
charitable view to take of tlie matter. 
So far from ' ' the concession of the 
contract" being promised to Sif Hugh 
by Sir John at the time thcBe suras 
were advanced, both of these knights 
have distinctly swoni that the very re- 
verse was the case, — that Sir John had 
in the most peremptory manner possi- 
ble refused every concession and eveiy 
promise sought by the Knight of. Ha- 
venscraig. And it is just here thatthe 
case of tlie Opiiositiou always ajjpeared 
to us to be weakest; for all the evidence 
goes to show how firmly the Govern- 
ment withstood the im])ortmiitius of 
Sir Hugh and his associates, and how 
consistent theyj were in their deter- 
mination that the contract should 
only be given to a comjiany 
essentially Canadian. Were it othr r- 
wise, were there any evidenci! that 
Sir John was false to his country to bu 
true to a friend, we should bo first to 
cry, "Away with him." Having laid 
down this false basis, the writer in the 
Ga/ci;tii; proceeds to reason thus: — 
"liore were all the ci>ii(lili(^ns of a 
bargain between a ca])italist intriguing 
for )ns contract and a ^dinistcr intrigu- 
ing for his majority; and though we 
do not dispute the. emphatic denial of 
of Sir John Macdonald and Mr. 
Langevin, that the bargain was not 
put into words, it is im])ossiLle to view 
the circumstances without grr.ve dis- 
trust. It is l)ad onou,vh when a .Min- 
ister uses money to buy elections; but 
that conduct such as Sir John Macdon- 
ald confesses to is deserving of public 
reprobation is to say little. That it is 
tho duty of tlio penple of Canada to 
reject Sir Joim .Macdnnalil from oliice 
if they ilusiro lu sa\(i their countiy 
frum sinking to the lowest level of 
American politics may be true enough, 
and it will be the business of the 
honest jieople of the Domini(m to take 
care that none of the ])ersons who 
wore concerned in tho proceedings of 
which Sir Cleurgo Cartier \vas the 
agent, shall ever again oljtain power 
in Canada." To-day Parliament will 
assemble; and we may be sure it will 
not bo long in pronouncing judgment 
on this most unfortunate matter, and 
wo have no fear that it ■will b(> an un- 
just judgment. If it should 1)0 found 
that Sir John's hands are not clean, 
it will be the duty of Parliament to 
■withdraw its confidence, nothwith- 
standing tho many years of Borvicc 
rendereil to his country. But if it 
Bhould bo found that neither are tho 
hands of tho Opposition clean, what 
then? Dissolution, wo suppose. 

What an Adxaission. 

It will doubtless bo recollooled how, in 
the earlier part of tho year, the Qoveru- 
menfc organ met evety allocation of the 
ftbBSDoe of authority in coi'tain DistriotB 
with the unwarrnutnblo assertion that at 
no period in tho history of the country 
wan law more oOkiontly adminiBtorod or 
the peoplebetter satislled. Biich wan as- 
iterted and reastortod of Kootonay. Ihil, 



while making the.so groundlesiflsBorlious, 
theorgan generally admitted thocorroct- 
ncss of our alloKations, In yesterday's ia- 
Huo.in tiie editorial paragraph referring to 
JiulgeCi»,iy's visit to Kootonoyond tho con- 
dition of airdrs thoro.tho organ says: "Bo- 
fore the arrivrtl of tho Court, mmi u-ulh-cd 
iiroinitl armed, vot knou-i>i'j the moini'xt llnv/ 
\could he compelled to protect their rcspeciiri' 
iitterest.s. Boforo tho Court loft tho rti.i- 
trict, however, all this unsafe feoling was 
allayed." So then, all we said— for more 
tlinn the abovo wo never alleged — was 
tiuo, tlio indignant denials and protosta- 
tieiis of tho organ to tho contrary not- 
witliHtanding! From tho day tho present 
Ministry tool: otlico in l)ocouil)tir up to 
tlio boginniug of tho present October ii 
lurgo and important community was loft 
in the ansrohiooonditionabovodoscrihed, 
and booauae this journal darod to toll tho 
truth it was coarsely assailed andr.lcu ged 
with "slandoring thopooplo and injuring 
tho country"! Tho (Ugan has adaiittctl 
tho truth at last. Perhaps "bettor lato 
than novor," but it would surely hayo 
boon more patriotic to have done so in 
time to promote cure. It remains to • bo 
(lomonstrated how far tho casual visit of 
"tho Court" will provo a permanent ro- 
meily. ^Meanwhile tho organ, even if it 
cannot all'ord to bo indopendont itself, 
will undeavor to cultivato douout respect 
for thoso of its contemporaries indepeud- 
out enough to loll tlie truth.
